FIRST   EXPANSION 

March  7  is  the  day  KPFA  will  begin'  broadcasting  on  its 
new  channel,  104#9  megacycles,  which  is  also  numbered  as 
Channel  285  on  some  FM  dials •  A  new  six-bay  broadcast 
antenna  will  radiate  approximately  1000  watts,  as  against 
the  former  signal  of  550  watts*  KPFA  on  its  new  channel 
will  have  no  immediate  neighbors*  The  interference  which 
many  listeners  have  suffered  at  points  outside  Berkeley 
should  be  entirely  absent  at  104 »9#  The  increase  of  pow- 
er to  1  kw»  will  make  only  a  slight,  if  noticeable  dif- 
ference whore  there  has  already  been  a  sharp,  clear  sig- 
nal from  KPFA.  But  in  many  fringe  areas  where  signal 
delivery  has  been  poor  there  should  be  distinct  im- 
provement. The  two  factors  together— removal  of  inter- 
ference and  improvement  of  fringe  reception— are  expec- 
ted to  enlarge  KPFA's  audience  several  fold. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  many  subscribers  that 
the  cost  of  this  expansion  is  no  greater  than  $200,  an 
unusual  illustration  of  the  fact  that  construction

KPFA  PROGRAM  PRODUCERS 

Guide  Daunic,  whose  program  Classic  Guitar  Music  is 
broadcast  each  Saturday  at  8:00  pm,  was  born  of  Dutch 
parents  near  Soerabaja  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  He 
was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Delft,  Holland, 
with  a  degree  in  engineering •   Later,  he  received  a 
degree  in  music  theory  and  history  from  the  Conserva- 
tory in  Barcelona,  Spain.  While  he  was  attending  the 
Conservatory  he  began  to  study  the  guitar,  his  first 
teacher  being  Miguel  Llobet#  During  the  Civil  War  in 
Spain,  Daunic  was  an  officer  in  the  Loyalist  Army. 
Following  this  he  was  drafted  into  the  Dutch  Army  and 
stationed  near  Amsterdam  where  he  was  made  an  instruc- 
tor in  folk  lore  and  folk  music.   In  1940  he  was  made  a

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prisoner  of  war  by  the  Nazis;  he  was  released  and 
made  a  political  prisoner  in  1941  and  was  confined  in 
a  concentration  camp  until  1945.  Daunic  arrived  in 
the  U.S.  in  1947.  Upon  reaching  San  Francisco  he  be- 
came the  center  of  a  rapidly  growing  group  of  stu- 
dents interested  in  classic  guitar,  and  his  program 
on  KPFA  permits  us  a  rare  insight  into  the  exception- 
al range  .and  beauty  of  music  for  the  guitar.

expenses  casual  in  the  broadcast  industry  can  be  reduced 
radically^by  a  touch  of  native  skill.  KPFAfs  new  anten- 
na has  a  power  gain  of  4.25.  If  the  station  had  pur- 
chased such  an  antenna  from  one  of  the  many  companies 
that  make  thorn,  the  price  would  have  been  over  $3,000. 
Erection  of  the  antenna  on  the  tower  would  have  added 
another  $1,000.  As  it  is,  the  total  cost  of  the  new  an- 
tenna, which  has  been  constructed  on  regular  staff  time 
hy  the  Chief  Engineer,  is  $75.  It  will  be  erected  by 
tho  staff  and  a  crew  of  volunteers.  Other  costs  in 
converting  the  signal  involve  regrinding  of  transmitter 
and  monitor  crystals  and  small  legal  fees. 

The  station  has  reserved  three  days  of  silence
